THIRTY-FOURTH CONGRESS-SECOND SESSION. 
Thursdays Proceedings Coudmded. 

Washington, Jan. 15. 

Senate. — On motion of Mr. Pugh, a resolution 
was adopted requesting the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to inform the Senate what would lie the annual 
income of the Government according to such esti- 
mates as he may be able to make, if one-fifth of the 
duties on such imported articles authorized by the 
tariff act of July, 1856, should be remitted; what if 
one-fourth should lie remitted; and what if one- 
third should be remitted. 

The Senate then resumed the consideration of tha 
House bill providing for the settlement of the 
claims of the officers of the Revolutionary army. 

Mr. Foster earnestly supported the measure, 
placing in a strong light the services and sufferings 
of those who periled their lives in the struggle, and 
arguing that, in consequence of the depreciation of 
value iu the certificates in which they were paid. 
They were justly entitled to the consideration of 
Congress. 

Mr. Pugh offered an amendment striking out the 
first and second sections and inserting that there 
shall he paid to each of the surviving soldiers em- 
braced by the resolution of Congress of the Ml of 
March, 1783, the difference between the amounts 
specified in the certificate issued to him under the 
terms of said resolution and the value in monev of 
the said certificate at the time it was issued and re- 
ceived. 

This amendment was adopted — veas 26, nays 21. 

Mr. Toombs inquired of Mr. Fish whether the 
latter was not interestad in the bill and thereby dis- 
qualified from voting. 

Mr. Fish replied that he was sent here by the 
State of New York, and had a right, under the 
Constitution, to vote, as her representative, on any 
bill before Congress. He would state to the Sena- 
tor from Georgia, inasmuch as he had raised the 
question, that he would be entitled to receive some- 
thing under this bill, if it should pass; but that, in 
no case, should a cent of the money which he would 
receive go into his own pocket. He would divest 
himself of all interest in the matter and give what- 
ever sum might corns to him to the representatives 
of the New York line who served in the Revolution- 
ary war, and for whom no provision had been 
made. 

Mr. Cass said that when the bill was first intro- 
duced he favored it, but the investigation which it 
had undergone satisfied him that it was improper. 
He should, therefore, vote against the whole of it, 
unless jestice be rendered to the soldiers as well as 
to the officers. 

A further debate eusued on other amem 
and, without taking the question on the bill, 
The Senate adjeurned. 

House. — Mr. Chapman introduced a bill for the 
construction of a wagon road from the South pass 
of the Rocky Mountains in Nebraska Territory, via 
Great Salt Lake valley to Honey Lake valley, in 
the eastern portion of the State of California, and 
the establishment of a military' post thereupon; and 
a bill making further appropriations for a territorial 
road now in process of construction from opposite 
Council Bluffs, Iowa to New Fort Kearney. 

The Committee reported a bill increasing the 
penalty for voluntary absence of members of either 
House, making a deduction of twenty-five dollars 
from their compensation whether a Sunday shall in- 
tervene or t»oth branches have adjourned over a day 
or more. Exception is made in the case of sickness 
of the members or of their families. 

The House then went again into Committee of 
the Whole on the tariff bill. 

Mr. Keitt said that he was opposed to all free lists 
in measures of this kind because they would render 
it necessary to the extent of exemption, additional 
duties on articles which were taxed. Branching 
from this subject he alluded to the slave trade 
Notwithstanding all efforts for its suppression, it 
had gone from 45,000 to 150,000 souls per annum 
while the mortality among them had increased from 
5 to 50 per cent. The African cruisers were not fit- 
ted out m the South but in Boston, New York, and 
Northern cities. The framers of the Constitution 
foreboded the formation of geographical part ies, and 
prophesied the dissolving influences on the Union 
It would not be bound by treacherous combinations 
nor quieted by sentimental invocations. Some gen- 
tlemen announced a political millenium on the 
event of the election of Mr. Buchanan 
but who was to come into the Senate 
from the State of the President elect, where he re- 
ceived 30,000 majority? Was he (Mr. Cameron) 
one of the national conservative men? Look at his 
record. The Senatorial election was the first alarm 
gun, or the first flag that fluttered from the mast 
head as a signal of distress. He, Mr. Keitt, need 
not be told that some few tricky meu were bought 
up. A true man was not elected. It was either he- 
cause of a dereliction of duty on the part of national 
men or because they were in a minority in the Leg- 
islature. He did not speak of these things with 
pleasure, nor mean to compromise the future for the 
tranquility of the present, or help to consolidate any 
party which amalgamates strength without estab- 
lishing principle. 

The irresistible tendency of the event was to sec- 
tional organizations. He' did not agree with many 
friends as to the immateriality of the doctrine of 
squatter sovereignty. He regarded it as a most 
dangerous, mischievous, and demoralising doctrine. 
It rested on the fact that the sovereign States of this 
Union, exercising power of government as agents, 
are to be put down bv squatters. When men say 
that slavery depends upon police, they assert that 
those who go to the Territories may coufiscate pro- 
perty recognised by other parts of the Union, and 
this "only paves the way for the other doctrine that 
property, over and above the Constitution, may be 
stricken down. The slavery agitation, so far from 
being crushed out by the late election, has been in- 
creased. Slavery existed prior to law. It was as 
old as the institution of marriage, or the individu- 
ality of property. It did not rise from compact or 
violence, but grew up like any other rudimentary 
constitution. He argued that it was the very foun- 
dation of the glorv and refinement of Athens and 
Rome. Although the Ethiopian has for 5000 years 
been in contact with superior civilization, he is a 
savage still. He repeated that the tendency of af- 
fairs was to the formation of geographical parties 
which would lead to a dissolution of the Union, and 
in this connection should the power and resources of 
the South contending that she is able to save her 
soil from invasion and conquest and her flag from 
dishonor. The South must and will expand. She 
will carry her institutions into the surrounding 
States where governments are falliag and people are 
lapsing into mongrelism. The States' Rights men 
of the South, numbering nine-tenths of the citizens, 
will rally round the standard of progress. What- 
ever else may perish, those institutions will be

Supreme Court of the United States— The Cabinet— Mr. 
Barney aad the French Minister, etc. 

Washington, Jan. 12, 18*7. 
A case, interesting to the legal profession, was 
decided in the Supreme Court this morning. It 
appears that a Mr. Secor was dismissed as an attor- 
ney and counsellor from the liar of the Supreme 
Court of the Territory of Minnesota, on the ground 
that he had by his acts been guilty of a wilful vio- 
lation of the law governing courts, and by which 
he was sworn to conduct himself with fidelity to the 
court. Mr. Secor complained that he was dismiss- 
ed without having an opportunity to be heard in his 
own defence, and in fact did not know that he had 
been dismissed until the adjournment of the court. 
Mr. Secor, therefore, applied to the Supreme Court 
of the United States that a rule might issue to the 
Minnesota court to show cause for its action in his 
case. The Supreme Court of the United States de- 
cided that he is not entitled to remedy by mandamus, 
and that the proceedings of the court below, no mat- 
ter how erroneous, could not be thus reversed. It 
was plain the court had acted in pursuance of the 
law and had exercised its power in the manner sanc- 
tioned by the common law. 

The subject of the '"new cabin jt" affords to the 
ingenious "gentlemen of the press" in this city a 
tine opportunity for exercising their guessing pow- 
ers. The results sometimes are really amusing; but 
as certain correspondents feel under obligations to 
shoot ahead of their contemporaries they conse- 
quently draw long bows, the arrows from which not 
only miss but go far ahead of the imaginary mark. 
Much, if not all, of the remarks as to who are to 
compose the cabinet are founded on mere conjecture. 
It is trne, however, that more than a score of aspi- 
rants for high executive station have their several 
coteries of friends "puffing" them into prominence 
and thrusting them, by ingenious means, into the 
face of Mr. Buchanan. He will soon be here in 
proper person to survey the political premises for 
himself and to take counsel from friends. 

You have seen it stated, repeatedly, that Gen. 
Cass has been offered the position of Secretary of 
State and as often has the assertion been denied. It 
is a singular fact that the -best authority"— the 
General himself — is claimed on both sides of this 
question. The Hon. John Barney insists that Gen. 
Cass informed him that he had not only been ottered, 
but has accepted the office; while the Union news- 
paper (getting the cue from the Hon. John Apple- 
ton, the future editor of that paper, and the confi- 
dential friend of Mr. Buchanan) denies that any con- 
clusion whatever has been attained regarding the 
personnel of the new cabinet. 

Mr. Barney is well known in fashionable and po- 
litical circles in Washington, and is an ex-Member 
of Congress. Many an anecdote might be related 
of this gentleman. It was he who, some years ago, 
got into a personal difficulty with the French Minis- 
ter Plenipotentiary and Envoy Extraordinary. As 
far as our memory serves us, Mr. Barney annoyed 
the Minister (who lived next door to him) by shoot- 
ing rats, for amusement, on his own premisas; while 
on the other hand, the French Minister was guilty of 
lighting a cigar in the presence of ladies; on which 
occasiou Mr. Barney was present, and became the 
chevalier of the fair and rushed forward to avenge 
the indignity! Rats, cigars, chivalry, and diplomat- 
ic privilege from arrest or "calling to account," and 
the ladies, were thus ingloriously compounded; af- 
fording, at the time, a tine dish of gossip. The 
French Minister complained to the Secretary of 
State (in a formal manner) against Mr. Barney, but 
of course our Government could not interfere in this

Neofchatei..— The difficulties which have re- 
cently 6pruug up in that country invest its history 
with much interest. A letter in the Journal of 
i the following sketch:

The political history of Jteufchatel is somewhat peculiar, 
and explain* better than anything else its present position. 
From lu7«l to i. ;:<."> this little State was governed by sove- 
reign* called the Count* of Neutchatel. At the end of thi* 
period the Count of Fribovrg was placed at the head ol 
the government, and that iamily reigned till 1467. The 
power then fell into the hand* of the Counts of Baden 
Bochbero, and in this family it remained till 1543. After 
thi* Um Princes of the House of Orleans Loiu/ueiUU 
reigned till Mf, when, by the death of the Princess Mary 
of Ntmuun. the family became extinct, and fifteen ditfer- 
, ent claimant* arose as candidate* for the sovereign power. 
Among these was Frederick, King of PrusrU, whose pre- 
tentious were *upported by all the great ProU .-taut Pow- 
ert of Europe, while Louis XIV aud Papal influen- 
ces generally were arraigned against him. At thi* crisis 
the Legislative Body of Neufchatel elected Frederick a* 
their King, and the people in their different villages con- 
firmed the act of the Legislature. 

In tliis manner the King of Prussia became a sort of cit- 
izen King ot Neufchatel. Hi* authority has been always, I 
judee, more nominal than real. The territory is seimrated 
entirely from Prussia, other small kindom* of Germany 
intervening between them, and the people, left to their an- 
cient laws aud their own municipal reguUtions,haveeujoyed 
for cculurio* the same kind of independence that the Ameri- 
can oolouie* enjoyed previous to our revolution. In the great 
uprising of 1*4-. when thrones were tumbling all over Eu- 
rope aud crowned heads were at a discount, Neutchatel 
auietly elected to join the Swiss Confederation. It was 
done without resi -tance on the part of the King of Prus. 
sia, aud without any demonstration of violence on the 
part of the p.-ople. It was, in fact, a mere public declara- 
tion of what had lor along time existed, sympathy with 
Sains republicanism, and a desire to ideutify themselves 
more perfectly with it. 

It is thought by many that though the King of Prussia 
bad protested against the act of Neutchatel, yet that he had 
no int ntion of interfering, that the late attempt at revolu- 
tion did not originate with him, and that he did not even 
know that auch an attempt was about to be made. The 
relation of the two parties is now, however, very different, 
and is iu danger of beiug greatly complicated. The impris- 
onment of the Count is the just desert for his treason against 
Neufchatel, and yet, as it is occasioned by au act of propo- 
sed loyalty to the Kin . he feel* bound in liouor to demand 
his release. Both parties wash he were not iu prison, and 
yet the bwiss confederation, rather than yield to any au- 
thority which the King ot Prussia may presume to exercise 
in their republic, will bring all their soldiers into the field of 
battle aud resist to the death. 

Another matter, which adds somewhat to the complica- 
tions ot thi* case, is the sympathy which most of the 
powers ot Europe feel with Prussia in oppo«ition to Swiss 
republicanism. Till lately, these free Cantons have been 
comparatively hidden among the fastnesses of the moun- 
tain*. Tneir small extent, their unostentatious attention 
to Ua ir own affairs, aud their want of general influence, 
have been their shield. But in the onward movement of 
the world Switzerland is becoming a power in the centre 
of great Slates. Railroads are bringing them within a 
day's ride oi all the great Euro]>eaa capitals, and it is a 
strange spectacle wliich these sell -governed, well-ordered, 
and prosperous communities present to travelers from Ber- 
lin, Vienna. Brussels, and Paris. They see here the largest 
lib. rty and no anarch pj ' 
comfort, and ev 
or despotism. 

Hero self-government is a practice, not a theory. It is 
no more the dream of the philosopher, or the excuse of a 
reaUeo- and rebellious spirit, but the daily blessing of many 
thousab,: cheerful homes. Ileace it would not surprise me 
if thi* ruiall affair of Neufchatel, in the present state of 
Euro; • , should attract much attention, and call for the 
wisdom of careful diplomacy. But whatever be the policy 
adopted by the King of Prussia, of oae thing the world 
may be certain— Neufchatel and Switzerlaud are one and 
inaivuible. The love of independence with that people i* 
not a feeble emotion. It is a result of the education of 
centuries. The people of Switzerlaud, though diligently 
engaged in the pra>i>erou* occui»tions of i>eace, and de- 
precating war as one of the greatest of evil*, have not been 
unmindful of the changes which surround them. They 
can, at a day's notice, bring into the field two hundred 
thousand soldiers, armed and equippod, aud well disciplin- 
ed — soldiers, too, who have homes to fight for a* well as 
lonr-chrri-htd rights to maintain. Such men can sn-lain 
themselves against the King of Prussia, as their fathers 
st Charles the Bold.

The Great Iron Steamer. — The following are some 
of the main particulars of the enormous iron steam- 
; ship now in course of construction on the Thames: 
Her whole length is 684 feet; breadth of beam 86 
feet; diameter of paddle-wheels 121 feet; depth of 
hold 70 feet; depth of paddle-wheel 58 feet; diame- 
ter of screw 41 feet. There will be funnels and 
seven masts, two of the latter being square rigged. 
The nominal horse power will be 2,600, but it will 
work up from 6,000 to 10,000. Her measurement 
will be 23,640 tons. It is expected that her crew 
will number 750 to 800 men, including twelve chief 
officers. She will liave accommodations for 20,000 
persons, including 4,000 first class passengers; or if 
used as a transport, she can carry lo,000 troops and 
5,000 horses. She is expected to run at the rate of 
sixteen miles an hour. Surely this is one of the 
wonders of mechanic power in the nineteenth cen- 
tury.
